 DISPROVING GRAVITY. 


THE PROBLEM OF SPIRAL 
NEBULAE. 


Dr. Jeans, the Secretary of the 
Royal Suciety and one of the 
world’s leading mathematical 
physicists, has found that the 
motions occurring in spiral nebulze 
cannot be explained in terms of 
‘known forces. Spiral nebulz, 
‘which: are found in great numbers 
in various parts of the sky (but, 
for, some reasons never in’ the 
Milky Way), have‘all the same 
teneral. form, namely,‘ a white 
central globe of light from two 
opnosite points on which there 


issue amms. which coil round the |, 


nucleus in spiral curve. 
The form of these bodies was 


first revealed by Lord Rosse’s' 


great reflecting telescopes, which 
was erected at Parsons town in 
1845, and they have ‘ever since 
given rise to much specuiation— 
though, until recently, little 
definite knowledge—with regard 
to theirnature and character. Itis 
held by some .that they 
universes of ‘stars, like our own, 
the individual stars of which can- 
not be distinguished from. one 
arether, owing to their great 
distance from .us, *, Dr. ‘Jeans 
himself regards the spirals as 
huge masses of gas in process of 
development from a primitive 
chaos state into stats.” - 


The difficulty which now arises 
is the result of obstrvations made 
by .Dr. Maanen, at the Mount 
Wilson Observatory. He has 
recently been comparing, very 
minutely, photographs of a few of: 
‘the < spirals. taken’ at ‘intervals at 
about ten years, and’ he finds that 
there has been-a change in the 
relative portions of the different 
parts of the nebula. The. general 
‘result is the same for cach nebula 
exmamined—that’ there ‘{s a 
rotation of the nebula as a whole, 
and also.an outward motion of 
matter along the arms, .as_ if the 
arms..orginully proceeded from: 
the nucleus and were still pouring 
out of ft. 

This was predicted by Dr. Jeans, 
But van’ Maancn's observations 
show: ae ‘the. relative rates: of.

fourteen years old, having been 
compiled by .a former Medica! 
Officer of Health, and has not been 
the ‘subject of revision, presum- 
ably because there-is nothing new 
to say on a yery biting topic, and 
residents, as ever, nre slow to take 


the. elementary precautions. of. 


either ridding ‘themselves of. a 
nuisance, or taking steps to pre- 
vent it. 
pamphlet informs us that 
“Malarial Fever alone is responsi: 
ble for between 400 and 500 
deaths a year in Hongkong.” The 
Sanitary Board cannot be expected 
to do wonders. its Jast Piece of 
legislation will do a lot towards 
, preventing the breeding of insects 
where building » operations are 
going on’ but the great trouble is 
where . building operations have 
ceased. and people live on in pain 
and discomfort, complaining and 
suffering, when. with a little extra 
exertion, they might well, ‘reduce 
the mosquito pest toa minimum.
